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not see failures, because the painter fails 
to understand that a way of the brush 
and a gamut of color, perfectly adapted 
to a certain kind of landscape, produces 
chaos when applied to the making of a 
human likeness ! It is because Albert 
Herter seems instinctively to understand 
how different vehicles and different 



methods of guiding them must be used 
in the various arts, that one feels con- 
fident that his work on black and white 
illustrations, on colored covers and on 
cartoons for tapestry has prepared him 
for that mural work on the grand scale 
to which he is now giving the best years 
of his life.
